Nevertheless, the evils of the separation of the nations 
ough mutual incomprehensibility have never, perhaps, been 
acutely felt as in these days of International Conferences. 
have sayoured the full force of the Italian proverb, 
‘tanslators are traitors,” and we have discovered how 
‘ds themselves that have apparently been understood 
“ccome transmuted by a different national psycho!ogy so that a 
“-nuine meeting of minds, a consensus ad idem, as the lawyers 
‘ould say, is rendered almost impossible. 
lt is very strange, yet easily perceived, that in this modern 
Habel the Jewish people has suffered in a peculiar degree. 
Despite all that makes for Jewish unity, despite the com ron 
background of an ancestral language, religious prescriptions 
\nd traditional practices, the Jews in the various countries 
of the Diaspora, exe>pt for the area in which Yiddish 
provides @ lingua franca, find it not at all easy to 
Comprehend each other. It is not altogether the difficulty of 
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understanding foreign languages, but the fact that with the 
difference of language there goes a difference of ideology and 
differing modes of thought, dictated by the mental habits of the 
majority populations. Even in discussions on the vitally 
important topic of Zionism there are times when it seems that 
the disputants are arguing from different premises because they 
are compelled to use the terminology of modern political theory, 
and not only does that theory not always fit the case of the 
Jewish people, but on account of the differing political concep- 
tions of the various nat ons, the terms drawn from an 
apparently common vecabulary do not always mean the same 
things. 

The current discussions with regard to the possibility of 
establishing a fully representative @cumenical assembly for the 
whole of the Jewish people have shown as clear'y as it can be 
shown that the Jewries of Eastern and Western Europe and the 
United States are not talking a common language. That is 
perhaps the most deplorable phenomenon in Jewish life to-day. 
The Jewish people, the Am Yisrael, is a visible entity for all 
who have eyes to see, but not for those who have only 
ears to hear. We have been talking in the language of 
the nations, and not in our own. The arguments for and 
azainst the World Jewish Congress have been couched in an 
alien political terminology. The unity of the Am Yisrael does 
not need to be proclaimed from the house-tops: it is felt and 
acknowledged by all save a few timorous souls in our own camp. 
Nor does it need apology. Explanation it does need, but so long 
as we do not understand each other, we cannot explain our- 
selves to the outside world. Our task for the future must be 
the fostering of the common elements that make us one, 
though each of them may make an appeal of varying force to the 
individual—a common history, 


a common religion, a common 


culture, a common focus in Palestine. Some must try to 
strengthen one, some the other, but each can do his work 
in the field that most appeals to him. So doing we shall 


feel our way towards the most harmonious synthesis of the 
factors of our common cog ciousness. Its manifestation may 
well bein an @cumenical congress, but we shall have worked our 
way towards it not by copying the political jargon and instru- 
ments of the states in which the scattered remnants o° our 
people dwell. It will not be a Chukat Hagoyim, but something 
of our own, something unique. Only then shall we be a people 
of cne language and one speech. 


Jewry: Week by Week.

Germany is still so perilously poised on a knife-edge 
stability and chaos that it is tempting fortune to venture on & 
prediction of what is likely to happen in the near future. The 
situation at the moment was well described a day or two ago by the 
Berlin correspondent of THe Trves: “ Four elections in five months ; 
the experience, or even the distant spectacle, for weeks at a time, of 
regional terrorism half-heartedly countered and incitement to 
terrorism unchallenged; an apparently endless sequence of political 
crises; and a fluctuating, but ever-present tension, have begun to tell 
on the nerves and patience of Germany. More and more Germans of 
moderate temperament are beginning to lose faith in the authority of 
the State and hope of orderly government. They have had enough of 
it, ‘right up to the neck,’ as they put it. Something, they say, 
simply must be done to put an end to it all.” In the midst of 
the tumult and the shouting the aged President has stood firm 
as a rock, a miracle of devotion to duty. He has resisted Hitler's 
imperious demand for the Chancellorship, and the Nazis have been 
driven to explore the possibilities of collaborating with the Centre 
Party. It was reported some days ago that the negotiations had 
broken down. The Roman Catholic Centre Party, to its credit; 
found the Hitlerist policy of Judenhetze too much to stomach, but 
it is rumoured that there are elements in the Party which would 
not be averse from swallowing the pill, and negotiations have been 
resumed.

Anxiety on the part of the Jewish population is naturally acute, 
but the Nazi journals which, with sadistic relish, speak of the 
“hysteria ” of the Jews, overshoot the mark. The sensible observa 
tions of Herr Kareski, a former President of the Berlin Jewish 
Community, merit wide publicity. “It would certainly be dis- 
honest,” he said (according to the report circulated by the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency), “to deny that German Jews have had an 


anxious time in the last few weeks and months, both as Jews and 
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also as German citizens. I want to say here that so far the legal 
position of the German Jews has not yet been touched. To-day the 
Constitution of the German Republic still safeguards the rights of 
all citizens, including the Jewish citizens. To-day the Government 
still stands firm, as it has demonstrated repeatedly, even during the 
last few days, on the principle of protecting the lives and property 
and the rights of the Jewish citizens of Germany also... Much 
of what has been reported about the Jewish situation in Germany 
is exaggerated. It sounded as if a Jew risked his life by venturing 
out in the Kurfuerstendamm or the Friedrichstrasse in Berlin. In 
actual fact things are not at all like that.” 


The Zionist Labour Movement. 

To those who hope for a closer Jewish unity, and in particular 
for a consolidated front in the Palestine efforts, the unification of 
the Poale Zion, and the Hitachduth or Zeire Zion (the two left 
groups in Zionism) effected at a joint conference in Danzig, affords 
much encouragement. The observer not closely identified with 
the Zionist labour groups cannot perhaps easily appreciate the 
points of difference between them; they are of a rather subtle 
character. The distinction is probably more a question of emphasis 
than actual principle. But if in theory there are fine distinctions 
between the Poale Zion and the Hitachduth, there is 
hardly any reason, and certainly no room, for separate organisations. 
Such separateness only tended to weaken the common object. The 
tendency for a unification has been in evidence for some time in the 
ranks of the Zionist left, and now an agreement bringing about a 
united front has been reached. The objectives of the united 
Federation will, according to the programme, be Zionist socialist 
activity, the championing of Jewish autonomy, and insistence on 
the recognition of Hebrew and Yiddish as the two languages of tue 
Jewish people in the Diaspora. There is apparently no divisiox. of 
opinion as to the position of Hebrew in Palestine itself. The medium 
of the Jewish masses there being Hebrew, it is accepted as the 
authoritative language. 


By clearly defining the attitude of the newly united groups 
towards the language question, a clue is perhaps furnished as to 
some of the issues that have divided them, the leanings of the Poale 
Zion having been more towards Yiddish as the language of instruc. 
tion in Jewish Schools in the Diaspora. Indeed, the absence 
from the Conference of one of the groups in Congress Poland, 
is probably due in some measure to the language question as 
well as to other purely local matters that have no direct 
bearing on the main principles which the labour wing in 
Zionism represents. However, at a time when Jewry is broken 
up into so many factions and groups, and when within 
national Jewry itself there are so many divergent elements, the 
coalescing of some of them is to be heartily welcomed. It is 
symptomatic of sound sense and of a realisation that united action 
for a common purpose is of greater importance than a persistent 
emphasis on minor points of difference over abstract theories. This 
has long ago been realised by Jewish labour in Palestine, where 
complete unification has been effected for some years. Dictated 
by the pressing need of the day-to-day work, the diverse 
labour, theorising and fictitious groups have amalgamated into 
one block and formed a united front. This fact has not only 
increased the strength of Jewish labour in Palestine, but has 
ultimately influenced the trend of thought of the same parties in 
the Diaspora. Some time ago the Palestine example was followed 
by the Zionist labour groups in the United States, and now the world 
organisations of the Poale Zion and Hitachduth have been merged, 
and have thus consolidated the Zionist-Socialist groups in the 
Diaspora. Independent Zionist groups have in the past been accus- 
tomed to stress theoretic distinctions and to emphasise nuances to 
the point of division in principle, which in reality did not exist. As 
long as Zionism was a vague hope, a philosophic concept, such a 
state added zest and had some value. But under the present condi- 
tions, when Zionism is a real living force, intellectual subtleties 
become a useless appendage. It is to the credit of the Labour 
groups in Zionism to have set an example of unity in face of the 
pressing actual needs. 


Anti-Semitism Run Mad. 


Lest any of our foreign readers should think that the sporadic 
examples of anti-Semitism in England that we are able to chronicle 
from time to time in these columns, point to a serious development 
of anti-Jewish feeling, we feel bound to point out what, indeed, 
should already be quite obvious, that it is because of the comparative 
rareness of the phenomenon that we cull with no little mirth the 
more outrageous specimens that come our way. Mr. Banister, 
whose pamphlets a few years ago were really exquisite specimens 
of anti-Semitism inspired by a species of idiocy, has now returned 
to the fray, in a leaflet the abandon of whose fulminations is a 
real joy.

PAIRNEsS compels one to acknowledge a certain amount of 

validity in some of the above attempts at justification. Others 
that are sometimes used are hardly as plausible—at least, one hopes 
60. It is alleged, for instance, that the Jew is not a good “ mixer” 
with his fellow-employees, and that the smooth working of the 
factory or oflice is thereby impaired ; that the staff are disrespectful 
to foreign Jewish employees and that this breeds friction; that the 
general appearance and personality of the Jewish girl fall far below 
those of her non-Jewish colleague of the same class ; that although 
the Jewess is, in many ways cleverer, as well as a harder worker, 
this very superiority prevents her working happily with those of 
another faith, and further, that she is not ready to adapt herself to 
the general routine and, to put the matter shortly, is usually not a 
very good team-worker. In proof of these charges it is pointed out that 
the better educated and well-brought-up Jewess is easily placed in 
employment. With regard to Jewish boys similar criticisms are 
heard. They over-dress and are over-confident at interviews for 
employment. They are over-ambitious and demand—like their 
sisters—a wage as beginners over and above that with 
which Gentiles are content. They are over-anxious. to leave 
their positions, and are often dangerous potential rivals to their 
employers. In fact they are so plastcred with “ overs” that they 
become left “over” when vacancies are going. I do not, for one 
moment, presume to say how far these allegations are true, if at all 
Others better qualified to judge, will perhaps speak. I just set them 
down as some of the explanations given for the prejudice against 
young Jews and Jewesses in the allotment of appointments. 


T will be seen, from what I have written, with such information 
as I have at my disposal, that the questions of whether dis- 
crimination is practised against Jews in this country, whether it is 
of serious magnitude, and whether, if it exists, it is wholly anti- 
Semitic in motive; are not easy to answer; andthe difficulty is 
aggravated by the refusal even of those who may reasonably be 
suspected of the offence openty to admit it.

The Jew in Eaatich Law. 


From Mr. GEORGE WEBBER. 
To the Editor of Tar Jewrsn CHRONICLE. 


Sin,—I am obliged to my friend, Mr. Edward F. Iwi, for the 
qualification of my statement that “The Jew in English Law has 
always been regarded as a member of a particular religious 
denomination.” The exception to which he refers is mentioned by 
Henriques in his “ Halsbury ” article (* Laws of England,” Vol. xi., 
py. 825, 9 1,595, n. [a]) with the comment that “ this is the only instance 
of such an expression in our statute law.” 

Mr. M. J. Landa asks: “What Court would have given a different 
judgment?” I assume that this is a rhetorical question. The case came 
before the King’s Bench Division, and thence it followed the usual course 
on appeal viz., the Court of Appeal and the Honse of Lords. No other 
venne is open. Mr. Landa proceeds to the “vital matter’’: “Can Jews 
exist as Jews without Judaism or Jewishness?"’ Can a person be a 
Jew and at the same time a Christian? And if so, how can a Jew who 
believes that he cannot be separated from his religion be expected to 
contribute to a fund not exclusively Jewish ? 

Let me say at the outset that I was discussing not a religions or 
national, but a legal, question. ‘*‘ What is a Jew?" is an endless enquiry 
which the doctors, having dispnted with acrimony during the last 
century and the last decade, still seem unlikely to solve. My own view — 
as that of one, individual, Jew-—-is that a person who, identifying himself 
with any category of Jewish activity regards himself as a Jew is a member 
of Aneset Israel. But this (1 think) must be subject to one important 
qualification. For a person to declare himself at the same time a Jew 
and a Christian is clearly a contradiction in terms. For he wonld be 
walking in a way of life and professing a body of positive doctrine which 
** catholic Israel” has consistently rejected. 

This enquiry, however, is strictly outside the scope of the legal 
meaning of “ The Jew.” In law, the term must have reasonable certainty : 
its meaning cannot be subject to all the nuances of contemporary 
ideology. In English law, the term almost always means “ a person 
practising the Jewish religion.’’ I cannot see thaton the authorities any 
other conclusion is possible. On the other hand, the phrase “* the Jewish 
race’’ has now been used in the Court of Appeal—a fact which does 
suggest that the religious interpretation is not the only one. I cannot, 
however, conceive of any English Court holding that a person could, at 
one and the same time, be a Jew and a Christian. Law and common. 
sense are not infrequently related. (See: a tale of a bottle of ginger 
beer: McAlister v. Stevenson (1932) 48 Times Law Reports 494 at p. 504 
per Lord Atkin). 

My learned friend, Mr. Bertram B. Benas, expounds the spiritual 
meaning of the decision for the Jewish people. Zionism is spared the 
conundrum : When is a charity not a charity?

Its title is therefore a double one, 
deriving on the one hand from the Allied Powers, and on the other hand 
from the League.’ This sentence is the source of my statement. 

Moreover, if Mr. Kliman will glance again at the Mandate, he will 
find that it is *‘the Council of the League of Nations” which “ confirms ” 
the Mandate and “defines its terms.’ And in Article 28 the Mandate is 
referred to as being “hereby conferred upon the Mandatory.’’ That 
Article deals with the event of the termination of the Mandate, where- 
upen it is for the Council to make the specified arrangements. The 
principal Allied Powers, as such,,no longer exist.

There may have been “weaker brethren” among both, who fell 
away from the best teaching. In that respect Jews would not claim 
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any better position than Christians. But in another respect, Jews 
have the right to claim a superior position. While among Christians, 
those im authority actually countenanced conduct which was in 
conflict with the teaching of the Sermon on the Mount. no such case 
can be discovered among Jews. Thomas Aquinas actually made out 
a case for robbery ; he allowed princes to seize the possessions of 
the Canon law admitted cases where a solemn oath need not 
be observed—as, for instance, an oath taken’to heretics. The burn. 
ing of John Huss is actually condoned by official teachers of the 
Church. These instances, which can unfortunately be 
multiplied, may serve merely as examples. Nowhere can they be 
paralleled from Jewish life and literature. Jewish teachers-in all 
ages were zealous for a high standard of morality. 
exemplary in their fine devotion to principle. 

That is one reflection. The other is that, speaking broadly, 
Jews have observed in their lives the teaching of their ethics to a 
far greater extent than have Christians. No Jew would desire to 
minimise the splendid conduct of a Francis of Assisi. But men and 
women of his type were the exception. The bulk of Christians 
hardly observed their teaching in their daily lives. Have Christians 
really striven to observe the Golden Rule in their everyday activities ? 
You may read in the pages of Augustine what a heathen replied to a 
Christian who was intent on his conversion to Christianity: “A 
Christian cheated me, but I have never cheated ; a Christian broke 
his oath to me, a thing I have never done. And would you have me 
turn Christian?" Several centuries later a Christian teacher of 
religion castigates the Christians in the Holy Land in these terms: 
“ What a Jew abhors, and what a pagan execrates, that a Christian 
regards as though it were his law.” 

But there is no need to stress the point. Anyone reviewing the 
history of Europe must admit that’ it presents. a sorry picture, if 
measured by the standard of Christian ethics. _There has certainly 
been progress. To-day many Christians are striving earnestly to 
liveitrue Christian lives. But would serious-minded Christians be 
satisfied with what they see around them in Europe at the very 
moment? Is it not true to say that over large parts of Europe there 
has been a revival of cruel and senseless heathenism ? 

Jews have always been devoted to their ethical ideals; a host 
of Christian witnesses bear testimony to the fact. Yet.there are 
misguided people about who desire to convert Jews to Christiahity.

Judaism also 
Stesses the loveliness of childhood, and man's duties to dumb 
croatures. Is it generally known that Judaism stands unique in its 
cove for animals ? Schopenhauer once said it was a weakness in 
\ristian morality that it had no regard for animals. 

This can only be an outline. But such as it is, would not any 
(hristian declare that this outline sets forth his own Christian 
ovality? He might say that it is found in the Sermon on the 
‘iount. 

Now it is important for the world to realise that the Sermon on 
‘he Mount is Jewish to the core. You will find a parallel to 
‘ost every one of its sentiments in Rabbinic literature. Leading 
‘ Lvistian teachers are aware of this fact and avow it. 

One implication follows—that the Jews were the great teachers 
of morality to the world. The Jews taught the Christians; they 
also taught the Moslems. In this sense there is substance in the 


‘llusion to the Mother Religion and the two daughter religions. — 
But the story does not end there. Jews as a people have lived 
"p to their ethical standard. Can the same be said of Christians? 
There may have been “weaker brethren” among both, who fell 
away from the best teaching. In that respect Jews would not claim 
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any better position than Christians. But in another respect, Jews 
have the right to claim a superior position. While among Christians, 
those in authority actually countenanced conduct which was in 
conflict with the teaching of the Sermon on the Mount. no such case 
can be discovered among Jews. Thomas Aquinas actually made out 
a case for robbery ; he allowed princes to seize the possessions of 
Jews; the Canon law admitted cases where a solemn oath need not 
be observed—as, for instance, an oath taken’to heretics. The burn- 
ing of John Huss is actually condoned by official teachers of the 
Church. These instances, which can unfortunately be 
multiplied, may serve merely as examples. Nowhere can they be 
paralleled from Jewish life and literature. Jewish teachers-in all 
ages were zealous for a high standard of morality. 
exemplary in their fine devotion to principle. 

That is one reflection. The other is that. speaking broadly, 
Jews have observed in their lives the teaching of their ethics to a 
far greater extent than have Christians.’ No Jew would desire to 
minimise the splendid conduct of a Francis of Assisi. But men and 
women of his type were the exception. The bulk of Christians 
hardly observed their teaching in their daily lives. Have Christians

_ really striven to observe the Golden Rule in their everyday activities ? 


You may read in the pages of Augustine what a heathen replied to a 
Christian who was intent on his conversion to Christianity: “A 
Christian cheated me, but I have never cheated; a Christian broke 
his oath to me, a thing I have never done. And would you have me 
turn Christian?" Several centuries later a Christian teacher of 
religion castigates the Christians in the Holy Land in these terms: 
“ What a Jew abhors, and what a pagan execrates, that a Christian 
regards as though it were his law.” 

But there is no need to stress the point. Anyone reviewing the 
history of Europe must admit that it presents'a sorry picture, if 
measured by the standard of Christian ethics. There has certainly 
been progress. To-day: many Christians are striving eatnestly to 
liveitrue Christian lives. But would serious-minded Christians be 
satisfied with what they see around them in Europe at the very 
moment? Is it not true to say that over large parts of Europe there 
has been a revival of cruel and senseless heathenism ? 

Jews have always been devoted to their ethical ideals; a host 
of Christian witnesses bear testimony to the fact. Yet there are 
misguided people about who desire to convert Jews to Christiathity. 
Surely if conversion there is to be, let it be of those who call 
themselves Christian and yet have nothing of Christianity in their 
lives—of Christianity, which boasts of being the Religion of Love. 
Love in ethics is distinctly Jewish. To love God and to love your 
fellow-man—is Jewish theory and Jewish practice. Love of God is a 
private virtue ; love of man the highest social virtue. To-day ‘the 
world lacks just that virtue. To establish it, Jews may surely join 
hands with Christians; for, if God is the Father of all of us, are we 
not all His children ?

Beetroot Sandwiches. 
MINCE together one cooked beetroot, the same quantity of cold meas 
and a little mashed potato. Season with salt, pepper and Worcester 
sauce. Mix to a smooth paste and use as a sandwich filling. 


Beetroot Soup. 


Three lemons. 
Loaf sugar, 2 ozs. 
Potatoes, 4 Ib. 
Fresh stock bones. 

WaAsH and peel the beets. Cut them into thick slices ; put in a sauce- 
pan with the water and bones, and bring to the boil, Skim well. Add ~ 
the salt and boil till the beets are tender ; then strain and return t0 the

Water, 4 quarts. 
Salt, 2 teaspoonfuls. 
Small cabbage.

PEEL some cooked beetroots and cut into slices; dip in seasoned

Whole black pepper, Allspice, } 0z. 
One grated horseradish. Salt, 1 teaspoonful. 

WASH the beetroots well, taking care not to break the skins ; and bake 
in a moderate oven from one-and-a-half to two hours. When cool enough 
to handle, remove the skins; cut up the beetroots into slices and place 
them in jars. Boil the vinegar, horseradish, salt, pepper and spice 
together. Leave till cold, then pour over the beetroot, Cover the jars 


closely and store in a cool, dry place,

A Letter from Warsaw. 


The Census Again. 


[From our Correspondent. | 


Over 200,000 Polish Jews have been entirely lost. There was no 
earthquake, no plague, not even a pogrom. Yet the final figures 
published by the Census authorities show that the number of Jews 
in Poland has decreased since the previous census of 1921. How 
this came about only God and the Census people know. Ten years 
ago the population of Poland was twenty-seven millions. Of these 
8,200,000 were Jews. Now it is over thirty-two millions, but the 
number of Jews is given at less than three millions. Some 
explanation of how this mysterious decrease has been brought about 
is offered by the change of questionnaire used by the Government. 
Unlike the former census the one of last December made language 
and not religion the criterion of nationality. During the census of 
1921, if one gave one’s religion as Hebrew, one was classed as of 
Jewish nationality. But this time nobody was asked about religion. 
The citizen had to reply what language he or his parents spoke. If 
he gave Yiddish or Hebrew, then he was counted as of Jewish 
nationality. But there are in Poland many thousands of Jews who 
speak only Polish, and all those were counted as of Polish nation- 
ality. Hence, a loss of about 200,000 Jews. Why does the Polish 
Government use such ingenious.methods to decrease the number of 
Jews? A reply tothis question was offered at a Congress of the 
“ Shool-Kult "—an organisation whose object is to establish Yiddish 
schools for Jewish children. About a hundred delegates met in 
Warsaw several days ago to discuss the ways and means of forming 
new Yiddish schools. But they were politely informed that “the 
number of Yiddish schools in the country is quite sufficient for the 
number of Jews living on Polish soil.” Why create more schools if 
the number of Jews is decreasing? Similarly, will it be with grants 
for Jewish institutions and welfare societies. In several towns the 
Town Councils, basing their action on the figures of the last census, 
have already cut down the small grants they used to allow to the 
local Jewish institutions. Others are following suit. 


Abject Poverty. 


But though the Polish authorities have been clever enough to 
reduce the number of Jews, they seem to be helpless to reduce the 
poverty among those who have been left on the register. Reports 
from the provinces are really heartrending. From everywhere news 
reaches the capital of extreme cases of poverty and distress. Jews 
faint in the street from hunger and want. In Lodz, a Jewish woman 
was found unconscious, lving with her child in the street. When 
she was taken to the hospital, the doctors stated that this came from 
hunger. She had!not eaten for five days. Her child, not having 
been fed, died on the_way to hospital. In the poor kitchens in Ledz 
one meets people in evening dress asking for a free meal. They are 
in evening dress because they have sold all their other clothes, and 
there is nobody now who will buy an evening suit. Similar conditions 
exist in Vilna, where several cases of fainting from hunger have been 
noted. Up till recently the Jews in Western Poland have still been 
able to get a living. Their number is small there, and in spite of the- 
great anti-Semitism they were able to keep their heads above water 
But now they, too, are caught in the crisis, and stretch out their 
hands for assistance. Even the anti-Semitic Town Council of 
Bydgoszcz, which only two years ago refused to accept a 60,000 
dollars legacy left by a Jewish woman,of New York, for the benefit of 
the poor Jews of Bydgoszcz has now changed its mind and is seeking 
to obtain the legacy to divide among the growing number of poor Jews 
in the town. The number of suicides too, is increasing among Jews 
in Western Poland. It has now become quite fashionable for 
suicides to inform the Burial Societies beforehand of their intention 
and ask them to come and take their bodies at such and such an 
hour. One of the suicides even asked the anatomical theatre to 
send and fetch his body at an appointed hour. Another one took a 
taxi and ordering the driver to take him to the anatomical theatre, 
committed suicide on the way having sent a letter beforehand to 
say that he would himself bring his body to be practised upon as 
life was no good to him. 

And the trouble is that nothing is being done to rescue the 
needy. At Vilna a number of Orthodox Jews started some activity 
to help the poor. But all that came out of it was the creation of a 
Sabbatarian Bank and Welfare Society in which only those who 
“ have been found to observe correctly the Sabbath” would be able 
to get assistance. This is a sort of soul-catching unknown here 
before. It is not enough to be poor. One must be a hypocrite in 
addition, because there are bound to be found some who will pretend 
to observe the Sabbath in order to get a Sabbath meal. 


| The Tsadick’s Umbrella. 

Whilst the Orthodox of Vilna are worrying about the Sabbath 
more than about the people to whom the Sabbath was given, the 
“Chassidim of Ger and of Rohatyn are worrying‘aboutother matters. 
The Chassidim of Ger have a rather peculiar sort of anxiéty. A young 
woman journalist (not a Jewess) arrived in Ger on business. When 


she was about to leave rain began to fall, She had no umbrella, 
and the Jewish cabman went to borrow one from some of the local 
people. But as no-one had a good umbrella, he went to the Tsadick’'s 
house’and got one there. When the woman put the umbrella up 
somebody recognised it by its silver handle, and the whole town is 
now in uproar. The worst of it is that the journalist, from whom 
the umbrella was immediately taken back, described it all in the 
papers, boasting that she had sheltered under the Tsadick's 
umbrella. Now, although Ger has publicly denied the incident, 
thousands of Chassidim are still debating the matter as if there was 
really nothing more important to worry about. I have been to two 
praying houses of the Chassidim, and in both I heard people talk only 
about the umbrella which has “lost its dignity.” The Rabbi's 
servant has been dismissed from his post for lending the umbrellas. 
and some maintain that the Rabbi is bound to lose a good few of his 
adherents on account of the event. 


The Rabbi's Barracks. 


The Rabbi and Chassidim of Rohatyn have quite another worry. 
The Rabbi of Rohatyn is, which seems rather peculiar, the owner of 
a large number of military barracks in Southern Poland. Several 
years ago these barracks were hired by the Polish’ Ministry of War, 
and soldiers were stationed in them. Now, after the price has been 
paid, the military authorities are claiming back a sum of £15,000 
which they say has been overpaid. The sum is, of course, a large 
one, and the Tsadick and Chassidim are very anxious not to lose it. 
But the matter would possibly not cause such worry were it not for 
the fact that the head of the Polish Ministry of War is Marsha! 
Pilsudski himself. The Chassidim have engaged the best, and of 
course non-Jewish, lawyers for the case, and offered prayer last 
Saturday. The case is in its final stage and is to be tried by the 
highest Tribunal. 


The Jewish Sappho. 

Speaking of other people's worries it is necessary to mention 
the trouble the Warsaw Jewish Community has had with its scientific 
prize. Every year the Warsaw Kehilla gives prizes for the best 
work in Talmud, literature, poetry and science. This year's prize 
for study in the Talmud was taken by a Rabbi. That for literature 
had to be given toa Jewish socialist, though the Chairman of the 
Kehilla, an Orthodox Jew, tried to save it for a man of his own opinion. 
It was worse still with the prize for poetry. There was no man 
worthy of the prize, which comes to about £15. It was given toa 
Jewish poetess named Kadja Mlodowska, who may really be called 
the Jewish Sappho of Poland. Her poems are not as lyrical as those 
of her Greek precursor and she may not have to end by leaping 
from the Leucadian or any other rock as Sappho did. But for a 
woman to get a prize for poetry and that, too, from an Orthodox 
Kehilla is a great feat. 


Despite the opposition of the Agudat Yisrael leaders, the Ministry of 
Education has confirmed the statutes of the new Union of Graduated 
Rabbis in Poland. The new Union was formed as a result of the efforts of 
Chief Rabbi Professor Schor, of Warsaw. 


Australia. 


Ata meeting convened by Rabbi Cohen as President of the Sydney Beth 
Din, a scheme wasdrawn up for establishing permanent mutual co-operation 
among all Jewish religious bodies in New South Wales by the formation and 
maintenance of an Advisory Board functioning similarly to the one already 
existing in Melbourne, also of an Ecclesiastical Board consisting of all 
regularly ordained and Rabbinically recognised Ministers, who would not 
only extend the usefulness and scope of the Beth Din, but would adyise 
as to the credentials and competence of any persons seeking to act as 
Jewish religious officials within the State. The scheme further contem))- 
lates the Advisory Board acting as the mouthpiece of the whole Cou- 
munity, not only to the public authorities and the outside world, but also 
to similar Jewish bodies outside the State. 


U nited States. 


A-number of Jewish competitors took part in the recent Olympic 
Games which were held at Los Angeles, California. Included among these 
were.two Jews who established world championship reeords. They are 
Miss Lillian Copeland of the United States, who shattered the universal! 
discus throw record for women, and Miss Ellen Preis, of Austria, who 
emerged victorious in the women’s foils competition and defeated Miss 
Helene Mayer, the German-Jewish fencing champion in the Olympiad at 
Amsterdam. 

Professor Albert Einstein has accepted the invitation of the Flexner 
Institute at Princetown, to work there five months yearly on any subject 
he desires. He will go to America within the next few months. 


Baltic States. 


A Federation of the Orthodox Jewish Students’ Organisations in the 
Baltic States has been formed at the Conference of the Orthodox Jewish 
Students of Latvia, Lithuania, Estonia and Finland, held in Riga.

After a lapse of about a year since the death of the Chief Rabbi of

salonika. The Government has agreed to grant a subsidy to the Jewish

Official Report on Bureya. 


The facts of the situation in the Jewish colonisation region 
lhureya, in Siberia, are presented in a report of the official investiga- 
‘ion commission sent out to Bureya by the White Russian Central 
executive Committee for the special purpose of establishing why 
White Russian Jews who were sent to Bureya are deserting in 
iiasses, and going back to their townships in White Russia. 

The Report states that when the Jewish settlers arrive in 
Sureya they find no shelter provided for them. They are not 
provided with work, nor food, nor housing accommodation, and they 
vecome disappointed with the way in which they are treated by the 
officials, some of whom are quoted in the Report as having said to 
‘he settlers: “Why do you come here? Who sent for you?” 

The investigating commission demands that such officials 
rhould be punished. 

A large group of 485 Jews who arrived from Zinovievsk were 
‘compelled to live out in the open, the Report states, because the 
vdministration did nothing to prepare accommodation for them, or 
‘o arrange for them to work. Ten Jews from White Russia were 
‘eft for three nights to sleep out in the open, with the rain coming 
own, andne attempt was made to provide them with shelter, work 
or food. They all deserted on the fourth day. 

Similar was the experience of a group of 35 Jews and of a 
group of ten Jews from Mohilev, who were left for six days without 
iood and without sleeping accommodation. 

The Commission demands that severe measures should be 
taken against the Bureya administration for negligence. 

Efforts to mobilise by September Ist, 440 members of the 
Communist Youth Party for the purpose of sending them out to 
Bureya to improve the building and housing conditions there, have 
failed, 

Not only individual members of the Communist Youth Party 
have refused to proceed to Bureya, but local branches of the Com- 
munist Youth Organisations as a whole are unwilling to send their

It is perhaps a sign of progress that Palestine is beginning fo 
develop her own currency specialists. This implies that the subject 
is attracting attention, and if some of it leads to rather fantastic 
proposals, there is reason to hope that it will conduce Also to 
criticism and, ultimately, to sound policy. 

The currency of any country must have behind it the utmost 
confidence of the people it is to serve. If that confidence is present 
then the currency requires no gold backing, nor the backing of any 
securities. Only because there are periods when that confidence is 
lacking not only amongst foreigners, who then refuse to sell to her, 
but also amongst those within the country who refuse to take money 
and hoard goods, is it necessary to have a backing behind the 
currency, which will inspire and maintain confidence as long as 
We need not here consider the question whether under 
modern banking conditions any completely adequate backing is 
possible. All we must do is enquire into its nature in Western 
countries. 

If Palestine had a gold backing for her currency she would lose 
interest to the amount invested in gold. The Government, therefore, 
has adopted the sterling exchange standard, by holding securities 
against her currency on which she obtains dividends. These 
securities consist of British and Colonial issues. 

Now, it is somewhat astonishing to find that a proposal to invest 
the same amount in Palestine securities as a basis for the currency 
has been taken seriously. Let us set it out in full, and the argument 
supporting it. 

The Project Outlined. 

The Palestine Government is looking for a loan of two-and-a-half 
millions pounds for development purposes. This loan is likely to be 
jeopardised, it is feared, by world financial conditions. In the mean. 
time, the Palestine Currency Board holds nearly two-and-a-half million 
pounds of various British and Colonial stocks as security against 
Palestine notes. The people of Palestine help in this way to finance 
the Fiji Islands and Ceylon while they seem to have great difficulty 
in raising money for the development of their own country. The 
plan is: to convert gradually, the securities.held- by the Currency 
Board first into gold and, at a later stage, into Palestine develop- 
ment loan bonds. Since the Palestine development loan would be 
guaranteed by the British Government. (the only guarantee that 
makes Fiji Islands a cast iron security for Palestinian currency), it 
would be as well fitted to serve as.a cover for Palestine notes as any 
colonial stock. Without affecting inthe slightest way the soundness 
of the Palestinian monetary system, it is therefore argued, two-and. 
a-half million pounds would thus be made available for development 
activities. 

Two Essential Elements. 

The two essential elements in this proposal need to be separated, 
the guarantee of the British Government and the value of the 
securities on their own market merits. . 

Clearly, we get ne further in our analysis if we pay attention to 
the guarantee of the British Government which is based on the 
taxability of the British citizen. Certainly this guarantee can give 
marketability to. the bonds of any remote part of the Empire, or of 
any decrepit and tumbling Balkan State. Of course, it would make 
marketable any Palestine Government issue. And, be it added, at 
this moment it would be welcomed in the City of London. But this 
artificial support has definite limits. We must not forget that the 
guarantee of the League of Nations, including that of Great Britain, 
did not prevent the decline in the market value of the bonds for which 
they were guarantors, once their intrinsic value declined. Note the 
present value of the bonds guaranteed for Greece, Hungary and 
Austria. Moreover, as between themselves, the different British 
colonial securities with a Government guarantee behind them vary 
in price. But it may be agreed that for a time this support might 
hide, even if it did not completely do away with, the market estimate 
‘of the underlying securities. These would be based on internal 
Palestinian undertakings—Governmental, banking, industrial and 
agricultural. If these are soundly conducted and all goes well, and 
panics elsewhere do not make their holders wish to sell them, then 
their price would be near par on their merits. But supposing their 
vield or security declines for various reasons, and yet their price is 
kept up because of the British Government guarantee, then we havea 
disturbing situation which would upset confidence in them asa cover 
for the currency. Let us suppose that on their merits bonds based 
on Palestine securities would decline, say, to 70 (and in these 
matters one must visualise the worst circumstances) but that owing 
to the British guarantee they were maintained at 95, surely this 
situation would be reflected in a reluctance to accept Palestine 
currency. This would, under such conditions, be normal. 

The ready reply to this is that even a varied holding of British 
Empire securities, may suffer a substantial drop in value. In fact 
this is what actually eccurred in September of last year. Nor 
should one forget that had the decline gone further Palestine would 
have had to face a grave situation. But the likelihood of sucha 
Avop in prices affecting the securities of any one country is greater 
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than that of its affecting a well distributed holding of a number 
of countries. A crisis in Palestine—economic or political —has a 
greater chance of occurring than a crisis to the whole British 
Empire. 

Suppose, however, that there coincided a situation in which 
Palestine credit was not good and that of Great Britain weak, a5 
was the case last year, the result would then be that there would be 
a flight from the Palestine currency. A financial panic would be 
super-imposed upon a period of economic weakness. Not only would 
foreign merchants refuse its money, but Paléstinians would seek to 
vet rid of it. For a period until the necessary adjustments could be 
achieved economic life would be paralysed. 

Alternative Proposals. 

But it is one thing to argue that the currency shall not be based 
exclusively on Palestine securities and another that it shall not hold 
any such securities at all. It might certainly hold one third of the 
value of its currency in the securities of the country without 
forfeiting the claim that it is wisely and conservatively backed. In 
this way some £750,000 could be raised. A development loan to this 
amount would be practicable and desirable. The main weakness in 
the Palestine currency to-day is the restriction of investments. 
Besides the 33 per cent. invested within Palestine it would be desir- 
able to allow, say, one-sixth to be invested in the securities of non 
British Empire countries. These would be better than some of the 
Colonial issues. The amazing good fortune of the Currency Board 
resulting from the considerable rise in gilt-edged securities in recent 
months may breed a false sense of security. But however invested 
we should like to see a detailed statement of the profits made. The 
accounts given do not explain why the Government has not obtained 
more revenue from this source; nor are the reports sufliciently 
detailed to explain to those interested what considerations are 
influencing its investment policy. 

There are differences of opinion as to whether it is desirable 
for certain of the large countries to be on a gold standard or on a 
sterling standard. The world stands amazed that sterling countries 
have weathered the economic blizzard as well as they have done. 


When thinking of a small country like Palestine the element of — 


chance is even greater. There is all the more reason to be cautious 
about experiments with currency. Certainly, there is no warrant 
in theory 8¢ in practice for backing currency by investments in non- 
marketable Ipng-time securities. 


The Simpson Report. 
SIR JOHN EXPLAINS HIS VIEWS. 


“ NOTHING CAN STOP ZIONISM.” 

In the course of his interview with a Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
representative in New York, as briefly reported in our last week's 
issue, Sir John Hope Simpson said: “I have always regretted the 
impression made on Jews by my report on Palestine, and if there be 
a misunderstanding of my attitude, I would be glad to have it 
cleared up. The problem of Zionism,” he went on) “is net 
Palestinian alone. It ig international. On the whole, Britain is tle 
country where the Jews, as a minority, receive the fairest treat- 
ment. But nowhere, outside Palestine, are they free from an 
atmosphere that includes social and even educational discrimina- 
tion which only too frequently becomes persecution. The 
most urgent necessity at this time is that Jewish disabilities, 
wherever they are suffered and whatever they be, shall be 
ameliorated. Nor have I ever under-estimated the importance 
of a Jewish Homeland where a Hebrew community may 
develop without abnormal hindrances of environment. The whole 
of this aspect of the case is, | venture to think. common ground 
between my critics—I may also hope, my friends—and myself, 
Indeed, my chief comment upon the political and nationalist 
elementin Zionism is that, in itself, itis not enough. Why is it that 
Zionists declined to set up a Homeland in Uganda, as suggested by 
Joseph Chamberlain? Why is it that they are not satisfied with the 
remarkable colonisation of the Crimea which is proceeding 
under Russian auspices? Surely it is because the Jewish heritage 
includes above all else the spiritual. It is by a spiritual contribu- 
tion that the Jews have so greatly enriched Western civilisation. 

“In discussing the future of Palestine,” Sir John, continued, 
“there are two opposing points of view. We may say thet the 
country belongs to-the Arabs and thatimmigration, whether of Jews 
or anybody else, should be stopped. Alternatively, we may say that 
the country belongs by historic right to the Jews and the Arabs 
must migrate somewhere else, many of them into Transjordania. 
Either of those two policies, whatever we think of its merits, is 
clear and consistent in itself. In fairness to my Report, it should 
be realised that I was debarred from approving either of the simpler 
solutions. I had to start with the Balfour Declaration which gave 
two pledges, each a limitation on the other. The Jews were to have 
a Homeland. But the Arabs were not to be disturbed. For that 
situation, was not responsible. But it was the situation with 
which I had to deal. 

The Clash of Two Civilisations, 

I know well,” Sir John continued, “that the Zionists in 
Palestine, having suffered oppression themselves, are desirous of 
avoiding any tendency to oppress others. But their presence

Creating the Landless Arab. 

Stating that he was not advancing any theories but was merely 
registering facts, Sir John added what he called .“ two pertinent 
observations.” In the first place, he said, the Jewish colonisation 
was expensive. Compared with less than £100 spent on settling a 
family on the land of Greece, the cost in Palestine had been between 
£1,000 and £2,000, and the colonies were not financially self. 
supporting in the strict sense of that word. They thus encountered 
the fundamental trouble that worried the middle western areas of 
the United States, namely, what standard of cultural life could be 
maintained on the basis of agriculture. Secondly, the colonists 
were frequently persons of high education who adopted a simple and 
ideal occupation with a fervour which could be described as monastic 
in determination. Those families were working out a certain con- 
ception of society and it was not surprising that, in a movement so 
appealing to intellectuals, there should be a preponderance of urban 
over rural pioneers. 

“In what way do the Arabs suffer a grievance?” Sir John was 
asked. “With this money coming into the country, are they not 
better off?” 

“The Jews certainly buy land at a fair and even a high 
price,’ Sir John replied. “ That is true, and this money goes as 
a rule to the Arab. But the Arab who gets the money may not 
be the same person as the Arab who is displaced from the soil. 
Often he has been a landlord, living not in Palestine at all, 
but in Syria. The Jewish colony that takes over the land does not 
include Arabs and may be opposed definitely to employing them as 
labourers. The Arab thus becomes a landless man, and even if he 
be the direct recipient of the purchase price of the land, the result 
in the long run is not very different. Frequently, the money is 
spent by the Arab on the home until it is exhausted, after which he 
On the whole, it is the best land 
that the Jews purchase, and this means that the Arab has to sustain 
himself on land above the valleys where methods of cultivation are 
rudimentary—indeed, no other methods are possible. Amid rocks 
and ridges, what would be the use of a Ford tractor ?’* 


The Palestinian Hebrew Race. 

“Then what is the verdict?” Sir John was asked. 
Zionism to be abandoned ?”’ 

“ The very question is absurd,” he answered. ‘ Nothing that any 
of us might say can stop Zionism. Here is an impulse and a faith 
with which it is impossible for the individual to argue. We have to 
think of Zionism in terms of centuries and to realise that history is 
repeating herself. When Joshua led an invasion into Palestine, he 
encountered Hivites and Perizzites and other Canaanite tribes who 
were already in occupation of the land. To the problem of that day 
he applied the sword. But despite the wars and the massacres, many 
of these tribespeople remained in the land and were absorbed in the 
Hebrew nation that was gradually established. The Arabs whose 
ancestors survived the sword will not be obliterated even by financial 
pressure. They will continue to play their part in a drama, the 
unfolding of which will require patience and wisdom. The Jews 
throughout the world have been called an ethnographical mirac!e. 
They include many strains of race and tradition, yet they are one 
and indivisible. I cannot but think that some, at any rate, of the | 
Arabs will be absorbed in the Palestinian Hebrew race.” 

In considering the advisability of a legislature fer Palestine, Sir 
John went on, they ought not to calculate alone in terms of majori- 
ties and minorities. If Jews were secure of adequate representation 
in such a legislature, their abilities and experience might be 
expected to ensure for them a large share in the leadership of the 
country, nor would it be possible for the Arab majority to over-ride 
the pledge to the Jews contained in the Balfour Declaration. “ We 
have here a matter on which opinions differ,” he said, “ but my own 
hope is that the Zionists will take a broad view of such constitu- 
tional possibilities, and my reason for that hope may be interpreted 
as a tribute to what I know to be the capacity of the Zionists in the 
realm of citizenship.” 


The Problem of Further Immigration. 

Asked how far in his opinion further immigration should be 
encouraged, Sir John answered: As far as the limits of the country 
would permit, without detriment to the existing Arab population. 
Palestine was unquestionably a land of infinite possibilities of 
agricultural development. Without such development the main- 
tenance of the existing Arab fellah population was already a 
problem. With development which should, in the end, prove of 
financial advantage .to the Palestine Government, not only could 
provision be made, as it should be made, for an improvement in the 
position of the Arab cultivator, but alsd there would be room for a 
large number of Jewish immigrant families in addition to those 
already settled on the land. “This,” he concluded, “ was the

The Place of Revisionists in the Zionist Organisation. 

At the session held on Monday morning, Mr. Grossman reported 
on organisation, and Dr. Rosenblum, the Secretary of the Revisionist 
World Union, presented the report on activity. 

Mr. GROSSMAN recommended to the Conference the ratification 
of the Calais Agreement, and a tactful collaboration between both 
sections of the Revisionist World Union: the secessionists from the 
Zionist Organisation and those in favour of remaining inside the 
Zionist Organisation.

At the same time he emphasised the possibility of 
the secessionists re-entering the Zionist Organisation if there should 
be a development towards full Zionism inside the Organisation. 
In any event, he said, Revisionist participation in the Zionist 
movement is subject to the discipline of the Revisionist World 
Union and the decisions of the Revisionist World Conference. At the 
same time he pointed out that the Revisionist shekel-payers are in 
the Zionist Organisation not as observers and strangers, but as 
insiders, exercising control and seeking to seize the power in the 
Zionist Organisation and in the Zionist Funds, adding that the 
Revisionists support the Funds only where there is also Revisionist 
control of the Fund administratiens. } 

Palestine Delegation Creates Stormy Scenes. 

The. Palestine delegation at the Revisionist World Conference 
created several stormy scenes at the afternoon's session, and they 
were only calmed by an appeal from Mr. Jabotinsky, who appeared 
on the platform to ask them to maintain order. 

Dr. von Weisl and Mr. Hoffmann, the Revisionist leader in 
Latvia, who is a member of the Actions Committee, strongly criticised 
the leaders, urging that it was necessary to make the Revisionist 
movement an organisation of the revolted Jewish masses. They 
objected that Revisionism is not making a sufficiently strong stand 
against the British Government. 

The Palestine delegation demanded the resignation of Mr. 
Richard Lichtheim, a Vice-President of the Revisionist World Union 
and a former member of the Zionist World Executive, demanding 
also his resignation from the Actions Committee, of which he is a 
Vice-President. 

Mr. Meer Grossman and the German delegation defended Mr. 
Lichtheim against the attack, explaining that the supposed state- 
ment by him to which objection was made was due to mis-reporting. 

Mr. Jabotinsky Criticised. 


Mr. Jabotinsky himself came in for criticism in the course of 
the continued general debate at the Tuesday morning session. 

On the one hand, there were objections made to Mr. Jabotinsky's 
outline of his future programme, of basing support chiefly on the 
Jewish Legion, while on the other, he was reproached by some of 
the more extremist delegates for having turned his back on his own 
professions. He was accused of having become inconsistent and of 
sacrificing the Revisionist idea for the sake of preserving the unity 
of the Revisionist Organisation. 

The Palestine delegates heaped criticism on the Revisionist 
leaders during the course of the debate, complaining that 
Revisionism is doing as little as the Zionist Organisation, and 
accusing it of having taken over the mistakes of the Zionist 
Organisation without its advantages. 

The majority of the Conference, nevertheless, supports the 
policy of the Executive and repudiates the revolutionary groups in 
the movement. 

This attitude was most strongly expressed in a speech delivered 
by ex-Deputy Robert Stricker. 

Conference Closed by Police. 

The police entered the Conference Hall at three o'clock on 
Wednesday morning and ordered the Conference to adjourn, because 
they alleged that it was disturbing the sleep of the whole neighbour- 
hood. The storm, which had then lasted for about an hour, was 
started by the Palestine delegation, during Mr. Grossman's reply to 
the general debate, over the reading of a letter from Mr. Lichtheim, 
one of the Vice-Presidents of the Revisionist World Union. This 
letter recommended the Conference to set aside the Calais Agree- 
ment between the two sections ef the Union—the secessionists 
from the Zionist Organisation and those continuing inside the 
Organisation. Mr. Lichtheim appealed to Mr. Jabotinsky to return 

to the Zionist Organisation. “ Otherwise,” he wrote, “the situation

THE PROGRESS OF MORALITY, 


Ethical Relativity. By Professor Edward Westermarck. (Kegan 
Paul: 12s. 6d.). 


Reviewed by Professor MORRIS GINSBERG, M.A., D.Lit. 


The first comprehensive account of his ethical theory was given 
by Professor Westermarck in his famous work on “ The Origin and 
Development of Moral Ideas,” published about twenty-five years ago. 
In his new work he gives a fresh exposition of his theory, and he 
defends it with great brilliance against the attacks which have been 
made against it by philosophers and sociologists in the interval. The 
book is of great value, being the fruit not only of vast and profound 
knowledge of philosophical systems, but of a life-long study of the 
actual moral beliefs and practices of mankind all over the world. 
Unlike most writers on ethics, Westermarck is not satisfied with 
merely deductive arguments, but seeks to base his theory upon a 
comprehensive study of the history of moral codes and upon a 
psychological analysis of the moral consciousness. He arrives at the 
conclusion that moral judgments have an emotional origin, and 
that they cannot justly claim to possess objective validity, and that 
what we call moral values are not absolute but relative to the 
emotions which Lie at their root. 

The moral emotions, in bis view, are a species of a wider class 
of emotions which he calls the retributive emotions, of which the 
principal forms are resentment and gratitude. Moral disapproval 
is a form of resentment and is an aggressive attitude to anything 
that is the cause of pain. Moral approval is a form of kindly retri- 
butive emotion, the essence of which is to encourage and preserve 
what is the cause of pleasure. The moral judgment expresses these 
emotions; and, when we analyse them, we find that what distinguishes. 
the moral from other forms of retributive emotions is their 
disinterestedness, their impartiality and their generality. We feel 
resentment or gratitude not only on account of pain or 
pleasure caused to ourselves, but also on behalf of others. This 
is due, according to Westermarck, to the presence in us. of 
the power of sympathy. We feel for others as though the 
pleasure and the pain were our own because we sympathise with 


them. The impartiality and generality of moral emotions are 


due .to the fact that the birthplace of the moral emotions is 
society, that rules of morality are derived from customs deviation 
from which is apt to eall forth not merely the disapproval of 
individuals but of the whole of society. It is to be observed that 
the moral judgment expresses not an actually felt emotion but 
rather a tendency on the part of certain classes of actions to call 
forth the emotion. When we say that an act is good or bad we do 
not assert either that we at the moment of saying it feel certain 
emotions, or that the acts possess certain inherent characteristics 
of goodness or badness, but rather that the acts are such that they 
generally evoke the emotions of approval or disapproval. This is 
what Westermarck means by calling them subjective or relative. 
Westermarck succeeds m great measure in rebutting some of 
the criticisms that have been urged against him by such eminent 


authorities as Professor G. E. Moore and Professor Hastings Rashdall. 


But, on the whole, I do not find his case made out. That moral 
judgments contain emotional ingredients must be granted, but 
this is not to say that they lack objectivity. We must, so it 
seems to me, distinguish between a prima facie approval or dis- 
approval and one that survives critical scrutiny and the careful 
weighing of consequences. Westermarck himself points out that 
the progress of morality has consisted partly in its becoming more 
enlightened or reflective. Reflection apparently may convince us 
that certain acts which arouse our disapproval are not the “ proper ” 
objects of disapproval. We can in fact approve of our approvals or 
disapprovals in the light of critical reflection. Is not this an admis- 
sion that our primary responses are only the raw material of the 
moral judgment and not the moral judgment itself? Or does Wester. 
marck mewn that the enlighténed judgment is merely the one that 
he himself approves? If so, E do not see how we can speak of moral 
progress at all. The notion of the “ enlightened ” moral judgment 
seems to unply that there are rational criteria in the light of which 
our disapprovals and approvals are criticised, and it is the existence 
of such criteria that is asserted by those who claim objectivity for 
imorality.

JEWS AND DIABETES.

place to hear that there 
were specific Jewish diseases, but these have been shown to be not.

It is therefore something of a novelty to hear that 
there are specific Jewish therapeutics. But when one sees that the 
illness concerned is that popular bugbear of most Jews who live well 
but not too wisely, namely diabetes, there is perhaps some excuse 
for a special book on the subject from the Jewish religious stand. 
point, because the chief weapon in the fight against this disease, 
even since the discovery of insulin, isdiet. The book before us gives 
a good account of the nature of the disease and the reasons for the 
deprivation of certain foods. But when it comes to tabulating definite 
menus, one finds that these are of little practical use. They cannot 
be relied on from the standpoint of the Dietary Laws because they 
instruct the patient to. eat cream with chicken, and they are too 
small in calory value to satisfy the average working man. There 
follow a number of recipes suitable for diabetic cookery, but 
these are so restricted to what is likely to please the palate of 
Polish Jews alone, that one wonders why the book was not written 
in Yiddish. It is a little doubtful if the small scale illustrations 
provided would really enable anyone unaccustomed to using a syringe 
to inject themselves with insulin. Sufferers from diabetes need 
not fear that they are missing anything, if they fail to have this 
book. For practical purposes Jewish patients would be well advised 
to keep to some well-tried method such as Lawrence's Line Ration 
Scheme, and to substitute for the bacon in it smoked salmon or 
Datch herring. One wonders sometimes if any book can overcome 
the obstinacy and mendacity which seem to characterise so many of 
the less intelligent sufferers from this easily remediable complaint. 


Notes on Books and Authors. 


Audi alleram partem, for the Jew, is not merely a pious counsel 
— it is a religious injunction (“ Do not judge thy fellow until thou 
reachest his place"). Hence the works which appear from time to 
time explaining the Inquisition from the Catholic point of view 
deserve close attention. Mr. Hoffman Nickerson’s THE INQUISITION, 
which first appeared some nine years ago, has now been republished 
in a new and enlarged edition (John Bale, Sons and Danielsson, Ltd., 
15s. net). There is an introduction by Hilaire Belloc, and an epilogue 
on prohibition in America—which, in the author's opinion, interferes 
with the liberty of the subject no less than the medieval mechanism 
for the suppression of heresy. The work deals with the very 
earliest stage in the growth of the Holy Office, when its interest in 
the Jews was only indirect. A disproportionate amount of space is 
perhaps devoted to the military history of the Albigensian Crusades, 
on which, however, Mr. Nickerson throws a good deal of new light. 

The account of the Albigensian heresy is picturesque. It is a 
pity, indeed, that, while endeavouring to procure a fairer and more 
equitable judgment of the institution which was called into 
existence to suppress it, the author uncritically accepts all of the 
most fantastic charges made by spiteful contemporaries against its 
adherents. Jewish readers, on the other hand, will be reminded 
that, however tolerant the Albigenses may have been in fact, 
Albigensianism, with its revival of Manichewan ideas and its ascrip 
tion of the Old Testament to the Power of Evil, was essentially far 
more radically opposed to Judaism than Catholicism could possibly 
be. It is a little surprising that on the original appearance of Mr. 
Nickerson’s work no critic should have called attention to the 
abserice of an index, and that the omission was not made good 
when the present edition was prepared. 


Boston has barely half the number of Jews that are to be found in 
London: yet what it is doing to popularise Jewish literature makes 4 
Cockney’s month water. More Booxs, the Bulletin of the Boston Public 
Library, gives an account of what took place last year in connection with 
the annual Jewish Book Week. Special displays of works of Jewish 
interest were arranged both at the Central Library and in its various 
branches, illustrating such subjects as the “ Jew in Fiction * and the “Jew 
n Music.”” A meeting was arranged at which a number of addresses 08 
Jewish literary subjects were given by well-known lecturers. And there 
was published a select list of Judaica to be found in the Public Library, 
edited and helpfully annotated by Miss Fanny Goldstein. Why do they 
do these things so much better in America? 

In this connection, attention should be drawn to an illustrated article 
by Professor H. A. Wolfson on HEBREW Books IN HARVARD in the Harvard 
Alumni Bulletin for April, 1932. The nucleus of the collection dates back 
to the eighteenth century, if not earlier: but it attained important propor 
tions only in 1929 when, thanks to the generosity of Mr. Lucius N. Littauer, 
it was enriched by some 15,000 volumes from the collection of Ephraim 
Deinard, the famous Hebrew bibliophile. 


Not exactly for light reading, and yet eminently suited to a leisure 
hour is THE MAKING OF EUROPE: AN INTRODUCTION TO THE HISTORY OF 
EUROPEAN UNTry, by Mr. Christopher Dawson, of University College, 
Exeter (Sheed and Ward). It is a book about the Dark Ages which were, 
of course, historically brilliant, and are only dark on the canvas of historians 
obsessed by the Greco-Roman tradition. Mr. Dawson's point of view 's 
novel, dr rather, novelistic; and his treatment is sound and attractive. 
One of his very rare references to Jews and Judaism is, however, particu: 
larly interesting. It occurs on page 26, where he writes: 

“The Jews were the one people of the Empire who had remained obstinately 
faithful to their national itions in spite of the attractions of the Hellenist:” 
culture, which the other peoples of the Levant accepted even more eager!ly thau 
their descendants have received the civilisation of modern Europe.” 

There is much more than this, though Mr. Dawson omits it in the 
Jewish contribution to the making of Europe. But the Jews as the “ oul 
siders'’ of the Empire is not a bad historical starting-point.

The Government has taken a further step in making use of 
present opportunities to reduce the annual cost of the nation’s debt. 
It is to take advantage of its right to repay the outstanding 
£1 10,418,085 4} per cent. Treasury Bonds 1932-34 and £12.804.341 
4) per cent. War Loan at par on December Ist. This is the same 

ste as that for repayment of the outstanding 5 per cent. War Loan. 
The actual amount of this to be repaid is not yet accurately known. 
bol it is estimated at about £150,000,000. In all, therefore. there is 
about £800,000,000 to be repaid on December ist, and in the course 
of the next three months the Government must make arrangements 
to raise this money. Though in money market circles a short dated 
loon would be welcomed it is thought likely that the Government 
mis prefer ih long dated loan in order to assure the benefits of 


posent cheap monetary conditions to the Treasury over a long 
period. In anticipation of such a development the gilt-edged market 
is showing renewed strength. 


Industry Waiting. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer has made it clear that until 
Government has assured its position as regards these financing 
rrangements the present ban on new capital issues is not likely to 
» raised. As the actual amount of 5 per cent. War Loan to be 
repaid will not be known until the end of September the }«n is 
likely to last at least until then. He has made a small con sion 
in permitting issues which are solely for the purpose of replacing 
existing stocks.

A King With the Gout. 
By AUNTIE. 

| OME of the most interesting things in 
the Bible are recorded very casually as 
if they are inserted as an afterthought. 
One such statement concerns Asa, King 
of Judah, of whom we are told that during 
the last two years of his reign he suffered 
grievously from the gout and was unsuccess- 
fully treated by his doctors on whom, the 
Bible tells us, he relied rather than on the 
healing power of prayer. This is not the only 
interesting thing we are told about Asa, and 


I should like to recall some of the facts 
recorded about him, 


Two PROPHETS. 

Have you ever heard of Azariah, the son of 
Oded, or of Hanani? These were two prophets 
who figured in Asa’s life. He was not a bad 
king. We are told that he “did that which 
was good and right in the eyes of the Lord 
his God,” and he cleansed his dominion of 
The Book of 
Chronicles records a wholesale invasion by 
an Ethiopian warrior named Zerah, though 
the Book of Kings is silent about this incident. 
Asa routed him, and on his return to Jeru- 
salem with much booty was met by Azariah, 
on whom the Divine Spirit had descended, and 
he addressed the king and his army urging 
them to be true to the God of their fathers. 
His words encouraged Asa in his reforming 
zeal and seemed to have influenced the popu- 
lation also, for we are told that “ they entered 
into a covenant to seek the Lord God of their 
fathers with all their heart and with all their 
soul ... and they sware unto the Lord with 
2 loud yoice and with shouting and with 
trumpets and with cornets.” 
told that Asa deposed the Queen Mother 
because she was addicted, to idolatry. He 
broke down her idol and burnt it. 

A REBUKE. 

The other prophet came into the picture in 
rather different circumstances. Asa’s inde- 
pendence was threatened by Baasha, King of 
Israel, who built a fortress at Ramah right on 
his border. Asa sought to create a diversion, 
so he bribed the King of Syria to invade 
Israelite territory from the north, and he used 
temple moneys for the purpose. The scheme 
succeeded, but it brought down on Asa’s head 
a severe rebuke from Hanani the Seer, who 
reminded him that when he had to meet an 
Ethiopian invasion he had prayed for Divine 
help and had been delivered. This time he 
had depended on Syrian aid. “ Were not the 
Ethiopians and the Lubites a huge host with 
very many chariots and horsemen? Yet, 
because thou didst rely on the Lord, He 
delivered them into thine hand. For the 
eyes of the Lord pervade the whole earth to 
strengthen those whose heart is whole to- 
wards Him. Herein hast thou done foolishly ; 
for henceforth shalt thou have wars.” Asa 
did not like this rebuke and flung the Seer 
into prison. 

“ DISEASED IN His Fee.” 

And then Asa became “diseased in his 
feet.” The Rabbis say that this was a punish- 
ment for the fact that when he raised his 
armies, he did not excuse the students of the

oung 


he had himself prepared in the City of David, 
“and they made a very great burning for him.” 
It is possible that in those days royal remains 
were cremated, for we read later in regard to 
King Jehoram that “his people made no 
burning for him like the burning of his 
fathers.” I have recalled these incidents to 
show you how much of interest there can be 
in the less familiar historical records of the 
Bible.
